The summary of claimed subject matter in the brief is defective. The entire first paragraph discusses a structure which 
is not claimed. It is noted that all pending claims are drawn to a method. Further, the second and third paragraphs 
include a combined description of all the independent claims together as well as features from various dependent 
claims. Thus, there is no concise explanation of each independent claim. It is suggested that the concise summary of 
each independent claim is written in a separate paragraph. Further, the concise summary includes features such as a 
"field oxide region", "upper layers", "the material volume of each terminal may exceed the material volume of the 
central region of the fuse" and "the central region of the fuse may also be narrower than the terminals thereof none of 
which are recited in the claims. Further, within these limitations that am not claimed are further features such as a 
"central region" that is not recited in the claims. It is suggested that the concise summary be limited to the language of 
the claims and not other features from the specification. Further, the concise summary does not refer to the drawings 
by reference numeral.. 
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
